There ere in 
tbe Daitcd States 82 pofctofficen of tho 
first clofs, tho calnnes of wbichrango 
from S3.CCO to SS.OCO, Dud 37 of the 
cfflcesari) located iu rented buildingc. 
Ihtre are 149 poetcflicts of the second 
claes, the aaluries of which ate graded 
from 52,500 to S2.900, i»od l-'O of tbe 
offices aro in rented buildings. 1'here 
arc 285 offices of tbo second class the 
talariea of which ore graded from S2.000 
to 52,100, and -273 of them are iu rented 
buildings. There are 1,092 postc-DlceS; 
the

gradid from 81,400 EoSl.900, and nil ot 
them are located in rented buildings. 
Thero ire eoico aecen hundred more 
postcffices of the piesidential class, the 
salaries of -which arefiroded below 51,400, 
that are quartered in rented buildings. 
As a postoffico is an institution that will 
continue as lone as towns aud cities shall 
endure, why is it not wisdom for the gov- 
eiument to own its ;wn poBtcffiee build- 
ing?

doatmasters who aro compelled to pay 
fuel, light, clerk hire ncd so on out of 
their salaries, aud in tome towns to pay 
their own office rett!

Rivor 
Overflows 


Its Banks. 


ELEVEN POPULOUS CITIES SWEPT AWAY. 


Ono of th« "VVorld'H Groatcut CntustropUoi 


—A Fortlla Ruclon Turabd Into 
a 


Shallow Soli— Innumerable Dead 


— Millions Starving, 


OF LIYE9 LOST. 


, Dec. 1G. — The steamship 


City of Sydney arrived yeatorday afternoon 
from Huns' Kong- and Yokohama. 


Chinese papera give details of a disas- 


ter occasioned by the Yellon- rivor over- 
flo\viu<j iu bunlca In 
tho province of 


Honau, and describe It as one of the 
most appalling- occurrences in loss of 
lifo 
and 
property recorded In roocnt 


times. The rlvar broko Its bank on tha 
evening of September 28 southwest of 
the city o! Clilng Chow, and not only 
completely inundated that city, but also 
ten other populous cltlos. The whole area 
Is no\v a ruginj eea, ton to thirty foot 
deep, where it was a densely populated 
and rich plain. Tho former bed of tuo 
Yellow river is now dry, and the present 
lake was the bed ot tha river centuries ago, 
Tho loss of life |is Incalculable, and the 
statement Is made by missionaries that mill- 
ions of Chinese are homelesa and starring. 


Thomas Paton, one ot the American mis- 


sionaries, writing from Honau provlnco 
under date of October 28, says: 


l'Tlic newlj'-Kathorod crops, houses and t'-oos 


aro all swept away, tnvolvinff fearful loss or 
life. The country was covered with Sao wlDt«r 
brutd, -which Is gone, and Implies the complete 
destruction of next year's crop. 'Bread, bread* 
is the

and there, but it Is nothing compared wftU 
tho rcquiromunts. The mass of people 19 still 
being Increased by continual arrivals, evou 
more hungry taan the lust. Then) they sit, 
stnancd, Hungry and dejected, without a rag to 
wear or n morsel of food. Mut huts are notnff 
erected for them to the ivest of this, but what 
Itwill be In two months I can not conceive. 
The misery Is Increased owing to the bitter cold 
WOiUlier." 


Th'o Yellow river haa long boen known aa 


China'H Borrow, aud the present disaster 
hah sorvecl to reassert ita right to tho terri- 
ble title. AH yet details of the disaster ore 
very meager. It has occurred in a dlstritt 
whore but i'ow foreigners aro, and reports 
f uruiwhed by tho ollicials and published in 
the Peking OaseUe convey very inadequate 
particulars ot the extent of the loss of lllo 
and property aud thu Bufferings of tho sur- 
vivors. Tbo Governor in Plouau reports to 
the throne that '•nearly all tho people have 
bcoB 'drowned in the district reached by 
the water, tho survivors being those who 
escaped to high ground or took rofngo In 
trees, where they remained till they were 
rescued. " 


This gives but little impression as to 


what the extent of thu disaster reallyis. 
Tho G'/imM 'J'imca states that in tho provlnco 
of Chihll, whore disastrous inundations 
have also occurred, there aro 270,000 poo- 
plo homeless, representing thoao whoso 
lives were destroyed, and adds that tho 
missing in that province Li trilling com- 
pared with that caused by Huango-Ho, or 
Yellow tlver. 


Tho extent of ground swept over by over- 


whelming Hood, trlvon hi English figures, IB 
over 7,000 square mllos, and tho land thus 
submerged formed a part of one of tho 
richest aud most densely populated plains 
o£ Northern China. The necessity for lib- 
oral nld mny therefore bo Imagined. AJ- 
roady conetdorabio sums havo boon con- 
tributed toward the relief of tho sufferers, 
Tho Emperor of China has given 2,000,000 
oi taolR, :md tho Chinese havo started a sub- 
scription Hat in Shanghai, to which foreign- 
ers have contributed liberally. 


Millions havo been rendered homeless, 


nnd entirely deprived of all chances of earn- 
ing tlieir 'livelihood, for their fields will 
cither become permanent lakes or uninhab- 
itable swamps. It is feared that tho dis- 
tress which will be felt during tho coming 
winter will equal in intensity tho famine ol 
ten years ago, when ohorltablo donations 
contributed from all parts o£ tho world were 
utterly inadequate. 


It Is stated that owing to the action taken 


by the Yellow river it. no longer flows 
toward tho sea, but seems content in con- 
verting Eastern Hoiiau and Northern Ngan- 
•whul into a lake. It may ultimately flow 
Into tho Rca through Eiaagon, or it may 
even possibly join the Yang-tse-kiang. 


[The Yellow ri\-cr has always been noted lor 


its vas- and destructive floods, which hnvo 
from time to time caused it to Inundate tho 
low-lylnK country on either side of Its banks. 
According to Chinese geographers, the Hwang- 
ho takes Its rise on the "Sea ot Stars," on 
tbo eastern side of tho Bayon-kara Mount- 
ains, in 
tho Mongolian province ol Ko- 


lionor, where It has gained for Itsoll tao 
name of Ah-urh-tan, or Coition river, from the 
color of Its water. For some miles it runs la 
two streams, and when united takes at Orst a 
southeasterly course. 
Next, trending in a 


northeasterly direction, It traverses tho provmco 
of Kitu-suh and passes northward ' through 
tho 
Grout Wall 
until 
it 
reaches 
the 


rising 
ground 
in 
the 
neighborhood 


of tho In-shaa. Ther.ce curving to tho south- 
east nnd south, It re-enters China through the 
Groat Wall, and continues Its southerly course, 
forming the boundary between tho provinces ot 
Shon-su and Shan-sc as clor as Tung-kwan. 
Hero it imikes a sharp bond and runs nearly 
iluo cost to Kat-tuag Foo. In tho neighbor- 
hood of this city 
It enters on tho Croat 


entern plain ol 
China, 
and 
tho oltor- 


ttlons which have taken placo in Its bod 
between this district und the sea have earned 
lor it tho v.-cll-dcscrved title of "The Sorrow ot 
Han." According to the Chinese n -ords this 
portion of the river ha.H changed its courso ulno 
times during the l»stS,300 years, and has emp- 
tied itscir into the sea a: as many different 
moutha, the moat northerly ot which is repre- 
sented as having been about tbtr'.y-nlna de- 
grees latitude, or in the nolghbooliood ol tho 
present month of the Polho, and tho most 
southerly being tout which existed before tho 
last change in 1851-53, in thirty-four degrees 
latitude. The broaches that were made in tho 
northern bank of tho river east of Kat-fungFoo 
during tho Hoods of 1831, 183- and 1833 caused 
Ha waters gradually to overflow tho low-lying 
country to tho uor'.hward; and these, alter 
spreading over a belt ol country about twelve 
miles In width, struck the bod ol tho Tatslcn 
rlvar, and having [orcod the!.- way lalo the nar- 
row, 
qlerin-uut channel, followed It to the sea.

IU KlToi-ta on Bobu]f of tlio Colorod Xtacu 


for tbu Lust IVcnty Scourrf. 


CincAGo, Dec. 10,—The delegates to the 


twentieth annual meeting ot the Freed- 
men's Aid Society met in the First Metho- 
dist church yesterday morning. 


Tho drat business of the day was the 


reading of tho report of the corres- 
ponding secretary, Eev. E. S. Bust, of Cin- 
cinnati, and Dr. Itast's report reviewed 
briefly the work of the society for the past 
nineteen years, aad gave, in detail, the 
progress during the year Just past 


'The chief mission of tlio society said 


the report has been to educate and train 
an emancipated and enfranchised r.-ice-for 
useful citizenship in this Christian republic. 
In the South tha educational work hiu been 
planned on nn extensive scale: I''or colored 
people there have boen established by the 
society twenty-four schools and colleges, ' 
employing Ili4 teachers, and for the past j 
year having an average attendance of -1,000 
pupils." 


The report closed with on appeal to tho 


pastors and people of the North to aid the | 
work with 
contributions 
of necessary I 


funds. To carry out the work on tho plans j 
proposed for next year, will require al- j 
most $230,000, and of this sum only $700 | 
Is 
on hand. 
Since its foundation, tho ' 


society has expended almost .IS,000,000 In 
the work ol education in the South, and 
has school property of .almost $1,000,000 
in "value in its possession. 


The report of the treasurer showed that 


tho total expenditures of the society for tho 
lost twenty years amounted to over $2,000,- 
000. 
For this tha society could.show prop- 


erty valued nt Sl.COU.OOO and over 100,- 
000 persons educated. 
The receipts for 


last year wore if lS-1-,000, of which all but 
$800 had been expended. At least $J30,- 
000 was reported to be needed 1'or t!)is 
year's work. 
' ' After the reading of the reports, addressee 
were delivered by liev. W. JL Illckman, ct 
Indiana; Kev. J. C. Hartzell, of Cincinnati; 
President Kaymond, of Lawrence Univer- 
sity, and Rev. It.

AN erroneous bcliol is entertained by 


many persons in regard to Uio danger of 
combustion from incandescent, burners. It 
has been demonstrated that there is no dan- 
ger whatever of fire fronrihis source. 


IT has been demonstrated by photography 


thut the upper part of a carriage wheel goes 
faster than tho lower part. In tho photo- 
'graph ihe lower ends of the spoltcs adja- 
cent to tho ground are not rendered indis- 
tinct by tho motion, while tho tops ol tho 
upper spoke.s are. 


IT is asserted that ixiiaons havo been 


ItiUed by gas vrhich hud to travel twonty 
feet under the street,, and thon through tho 
foundations, collar-vaults and flooring of 
the irronml-/loor rooms. Thcso accidontfl 
occur i:i v.-imor, the, frozen crround pre- 
venting tho straight-upward escape of tho 
gas. Tho houses act as chimneys, and in- 
vite-by their wariulh tho air, gas, or deadly 
vapor whk-h is socldug;o escape. 


N or.iiuent physiologist recent!}' issued 


a treatise upon normal locomotion and tho 
variations in tho gait caused by disease of 
tho nervous system. Ho found, from a com- 
parison oi' a large number of cases, that tho 
average length of pnco is, lor men, twenty- 
five inches; for women, twenty inches. 
Tho step with tho right foot is somewhat 
longer than with the left. Tho fcot are- sep- 
arated laterally in walking about four and 
a-halC inches in men and about live inches 
in women. 


Tmi telephonic probe is ouo o£ the latest 


achievements in scientiflcworks. It is used 
in locating tho position of bullets in tho 
iody. A small steel plate is passed over 
tho wound, to one end ot which is attached 
an insulated wire connected with a tele- 
phone receiver, which in turn is connected 
with another wire, at tho end of whieh is a 
probing nccdlo. Tho noodle is inserted and 
m electric current is established, rjpon 
tho needle coming in contact with the bullet 
a clicking sound ensues. 


A inert authority on chemistry emphatic- 


ally declares against tho common imprest 
aion that fruits or vegetables aro liable to 
jocoratc poisonous acids by contact with 
jn. tte reports, as tho result of tho oxpori- 
mcnts, that "tin is entirely devoid of dan- 
jor when taken internally iu any form that 
night arise from being in contact with 
fruits or vegetable." He believes that tho 
cases o£ accidental poisouing attributed to 
tin were due to soldor or other impurities, 
arseuic, copper or lead. 


BT an interesting sciontiSc experiment 


tao freezing of mercury was recently ac- 
complished. A WJ o£ artificial anow hav- 
ng a depression at.ono side- was made, and 
)ut into a red-hot crucible or. which the in- 
onsc heat or a Bunsou burner played. Mer- 
cury and other were placed in tho depres- 
sion on tho snow-ball, and, notwithstanding 
ho heat, tho mercury froze. The cold of 
tho solidillcd gas defeated tho heat of the 
crucible. Tho experimenter also sot fire to 
tho ether, but was still able to pick out tha 
frosen globule of mercury. 


IN tho sick room no disinfectant can tako 


tho pluco of frco ventilation and cleanliness. 
It is an axiom in sanitary science that it is 
impracticable to disinfect an occupied apart- 
ment, for tho reason that disease germs are 
not destroyed by tho presence in tho atmos- 
phere of any known dUintcctaat in'respira- 
ble quantity. Bad odors may bo neutral- 
ized, but this (loos not constitute disinfec- 
tion ia the senso in which tho torn is hero 
used. Those bad odors are, for tho most 
part, an indication ot want ot cleanliness or 
ol proper ventilation; and it is better to 
turn contaminated air out of the window, or 
up tho chimney, than to attempt to purify it 
by the USD of volatile chemical agents, such 
as carbolic acid, chlorine, etc., which are all 
more or less offensive to tho sick, and aro 
•useless so far as disinfection, is concerned.

Ono of tha Most Qlffjmtlc Frauds JEver Per- 


petrated—How G«org« Arnold "Saltcu" 


a Portion or tho Fur West with 


In the year 1833, in my capacity aa a ne~3- 


paper corrospondeut, I found myself ia a 
ilttle village in New Mexico, writes Mariner 
J. Kont in the Philadelphia Pras. It was 
a pleasant spot and 1 rested there a few 
days. JIaturally in so small a place my ad- 
veat was noted and on the second day of 
my stay a lad came to me with the atrange 
message. that Jim Haggerty was dying and 
wanted to see- me. I went to the small 
adobe pointed out, but death had preceded 
me. The dead man was indeed "OldJhn," 
as ho was familiarly .called. I had Icnown 
him well some years before in California, 
whore he was a noted mining prospector, 
but had not met him since. His worn and 
haggard face recalled vividly to my mind 
"tho groat diamond swindle." of which he 
•was a projector. I had reported the affair 
at tho time of its occurrence but briefly, be- 
cause, groat as was its magnitude in the 
mighty flood o£ speculation which then en- 
gulfed the Golden Slate, it was but aa epi- 
sode in the passing show. The story of the 
swindle has never been written in fail, I 
think, and its recounting fills one of tho 
most interesting pages in tho history of the 
mining barons of California. 


Among the countless schemes to which 


tho groat banker Ralston, who lovod to be 
called tho " Financial Kir.g of tho Pacific 
Coast," devoted no sn^.all share of the Cali- 
fornia Bank, of which he was president, 
was tho exploiting of mines in tho Pyramid 
range of mountains close to the border lino 
whieh divides Arizona from New Mexico. 
This was iu tho early saventios, when spec- 
ulation was rife and tho discovery of bon- 
anzas an ovory-day event. 


Among the employes o£ Ealston in tho 


Pyramid minos was ono George Arnold, a 
man of meager education, but bright aud 
ambitious. In his shanty on tho wild mount- 
am sido, and over his bacon and boans, ho 
was over dreaming of somo plan that would 
bring Damo Fortune at his waiting foot, 
and shower upon him her princely favors. 
Ho saw mea making fortunes by a sir.gle 
cast of the dio, and losing them by a single 
throw. tVTiilo yet dreaming his dream of 
wealth there came to him the bright-colored 
story of tho great diamond discoveries at 
Capo Colony. His teeming brain at once 
devised a scheme which, in its way, equaled 
Low's South Sea Bubble. Ho had grown 
unscrupulous ia his dosire, and bad come to 
believo that with him, at least, tho end justi- 
lied tho moans. 


Tho soil around tho pyramid district was 


rich in color and had character enough to 
inaugurate any mining scheme, however 
wild and impracticable. So with a oom- 
rado, Jim Haggorty, with whom ho had 
long; boon 
associated, 
Arnold 
mado 


long tours over tho surrounding country. 
After a few weeks of this kind of work ho 
resigned his place in tho mines with the 
g-ivon intention of seeking the fairer fields 
of Mexico. 


Ho next turned up in San Francisco in 


the fali;of 1871. Ho immediately found 
Ealston. and even astonished that bold op- 
orator by revealing that ho had discovered 
in Arizona rich diamond fields quito as ex- 
tensive as thosa of Cape Colony. From tho 
gripsack ho had brought with him ho 
poured 
forth 
a wondrous 
display of 


rough diamonds which had been washed 
from the yielding soil of the now find. They 
wore many, and apparently of value., 


Ralston, ever ready for a venture, espe- 


cially ono which promised such dazzling 
results, entered at once into a proposed ex- 
ploration of the new diamond liolds. He in- 
iroducod Arnold to several loading capital- 
ists, who at once became enthusiastic over 
tho now Golconda. With tho rapid action 
peculiar to Califoraiaas, tho cliquo who 
aad been lot into the secret immediately de- 
termined to visit the mines, and, if found 
to bo all right, to purchase Arnold's claim 
and title for the modest but snug sum of 
fl.000,000. Arnold reluctantly accepted tho 
offer. 


On their return to S-l" Francisco tho cap- 


italists wishod to form a company. In ten 
days it wan accomplished. 
Arnold was 


paid his n ,000,000, and made superintendent 
of tbo now mines. Uo lit onco made known 
tho location of the diamond fields and they 
wore visited by several stockholders in the 
company. Diamonds wcro found by each 
and all of them, and all went morry as a 
marriage boll until Arnold skipped for tho 
East. 


It was thon thought best to call in an ox- 


pert, and Prof. King, tho woll-known geol- 
ogist, was selected. Ho first discovered 
that tie ground around tho clump of trees 
on tho bank ot tho Rio Prieto had been 
cleverly "salted" with refuse diamonds, 
such as may bo cheaply bought in tho 
marts of Amsterdam. 
It was also found 


that tho diamonds found by the capitalists 
had been, "tripil" at Amsterdam, nnd, f.3 
Prof. Eing said; 
"TVhilo diamonds may 


exist in Arizona, it is hardly to bo expected 
that nature will produce them partly cut or 
polished." 


Tho members of tho now diamond ooin- 


pany were both thunderstruck and indig- 
nant and stops wore quickly taken to bring 
Arnold to justice. He was at his home in 
his native Kentucky, and tho machinery of 
tho law was brought to bear upon him there. 
Ho was arrested, but was novor taken out 
of tho blue graas country for punishment. 
In som^jflanner ho secured his release and 
euterei -upon a life of wild enjoyment. His 
excesses wero of short duration, and after 
five years of feasting and rioting with ill- 
gotten wealth his life went out. 


How much his sido partner, Jim Hag- 


garty, received for his share of tho plunder 
was never known, although it must havo 
boon a considerable amount. He was looked 
upon as a friend and tool rather than a bad 
sinner, and was loft. unpunished. However, 
as boforo stated, hO'diod poor and miserably. 
Yet it is doubtful if ouo of tho victims of 
Arnold and Haggarty's duplicity would 
wish the future abode of tho clover swin- 
dlers iu ovon so warm a cliniato as that in 
which they located tho famous Arizonia dia- 
mond fields.
